Sears-Roebuck stock if he would 
withdraw from the senatorial 
race in 1926, said he met Ro- 
senwald in the Congress Hotel 
Oct. 3, 1926, at Rosenwald’s re- 
quest. He declared the philan- 
thropist told him he could not 
be seated even if he were elect- 
ed to the Senate, that Rosen- 
wald was supporting Hugh S. 
Magill, and that Rosenwald had 
disclosed at a meeting of Re- 
publicans that he would put up 
$500,000 if he thought Magill 
could be elected. 

Smith quoted Rosenwald as 
follows: 
| “No one knows what I am 
| about to say to you except my 
| wife, whose consent I had to 
get before I could make the 
offer, and no one else will know 
from me. 

“If you will withdraw from 
the senatorial race I am here 
to offer you 10,000 shares of 
Sears-Roebuck stock the mo- 
ment you sign your withdrawal 
notice. In a few months that 
stock will be worth three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars. 

“You can give as your rea- 
son for withdrawing that. your 
health won’t permit you to 
make the campaign or any 
other reason you want to give. 
The 10,000 shares of stock will 
be deposited in escrow in any 
bank you name, to be turned 
over to you when your with- 
drawal occurs.”

NO CHANGE IN TEMPERATURE 


By the Associated Press. 

WALLA WALLA, Wash., Aug. 17. 
—A plan calling for the substitu- 
tion of wheat now held by the Fed- 
eral Farm Board for the prospec- 
tive 1932 crop in an effort to in- 
crease the price of the grain and 
absorb the surplus was sent today 
to the Farm Board from a group of 
Washington and Oregon growers 
who met here last week. 

The farmers suggested that they 


buy from the .Farm Board the 
amount of grain which they prob- 
ably would raise if their lands were 
cultivated and allow their fields to 
remain idle. 

The wheat purchased would be 
the surplus held by the board, and 
paid for with notes, which would 
be redeemed whenever the farmers 
sold the grain. 

Under the plan the board would 
not dispose of its warehouse re- 
ceipts, held as collateral, before 
July 1, 1932, and then at a price 
not less than the world price plus 
the 42 cents a bushel tariff. 

The originators of the plan said 
it would provide security to the 
farmers for their 1932 crop at a 
cost far less than raising tHe grain. 

Congressman John W. Summers 
forwarded the suggestions to the 
Farm Board and asked for early 
consideration. He also asked grow- 
ers throughout the nation to voice 
their opinions by sending letters to 
the secretary of the Farm Bureau 
here. 


BUSINESS BETTER IN EUROPE, 
SAYS WOOLWORTH CO. HEAD 


“Turn Has Come,” Says H. T. Par- 
son, Backing His Opinion 
with Statistics.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Hubert 
T. Parson, president of F. W. Wool- 
worth Co., on his return from Eu- 


rope today, said he had noted a 
steady improvement in business 
conditions in Europe. 

“You still hear pessimistic talk

LORIMER WOULD REPAY MILLION 


Seeks to File Suit for Benefit of 
Pepositors/in His Bank.

CHICAGO, Aug. 17. — William 
Lorimer, former United States Sen- 
ator and head of the long defunct 
La Salle Street Trust and Savings 
Bank, today asked permission of

TOLEDO, O., Aug. 17.—Four 
Toledo banks with combined re- 
sources of more than $100,000,000 
failed to open for business this 
morning, while 11 saving associa- 
tions ceased payments of deposits 
during the present financial situa- 
tion. 

In accordance with the request 
of directors of the four banks, the 
State Banking Department pre- 
pared to take over their affairs to 
conserve assets in the face of 
previous steady withdrawals by de- 
positors. 

City police and detectives pa- 
troled the banking districts in 
preparation for any public emer- 
gency. 

Three of the banks announced 
Saturday night that the action 
would be taken for “protection of 
all depositors during an unparal- 
leled period of hysteria.” it was 
indicated that the banks were sol- 
vent and would be able to meet all 
normal demands under normal 
conditions. Continued withdrawals 
forced the closings. 

“Hysteria” Follows Closing in June 

The “hysteria” referred to was 
taken to mean the excitement gen- 
erated by the closing, June 17, of 
the Security-Home Trust Co. 

It is generally known that mer- 
ger negotiations had been in prog- 
ress the last few weeks, and this 
gave rise to the expectation that 
a new bank might be organized to 
take over assets and liabilities of 
the suspended depositories. 

Meanwhile, there was pending a

Despite a reduction of 5.06 per 
cent in operating revenue in 1930 
as compared with 1929, the 
Louis Public Service Co. was rela- 
tively much better off than the 
electric railway industry as a whole, 
O. David Zimring, economic coun. 
sel for the street car men's union, 
testified today before the board of 


St. 


arbitration hearing the company‘s 
proposal to reduce wages 10 per 
cent. 

Zimring said he would show thet 
the industry as a whole had not 
made wage cuts and that in view of 
its relatively better financial condi- 
tion, there was no sound reason for 
a reduction by the Public Service 
Co. 

An exhibit introduced by Zimring 
showed that in 1930 total operating 
revenue of 201 electric railways de- 
clined 9.87 per cent from the 1929 
total, compared with the decline of 
5.06 per cent applying to the Pub- 
lic Service Co. 

Figures on Income. 

The same table showed that for 
the 201 companies net income de- 
clined 97.52 and that for the St. 
Louis company the decline was 
57.47 per cent, using the company’s 
own figures. The average net in- 
come for the 201 companies was 14 
cents out of each 5100 of operating 
revenue; for the Public Service Co. 
it was 5.87 cents. 

A similar exhibit was introduced 
for 161 urban street railways, all 
interurban systems being excluded. 
The average decline of these com- 
panies in 1930 was 9.57 per cent in 
revenue. Net income was 1.57 per 
cent of revenue compared with 5.87 
per cent in St. Louis. 
The increase in fares in St. Louis 
since 1923 has been 25 per cent, 
compared with an average increase 
for the United States of 13 per cent. 
Zimring testified. He introduced a 
table showing average fares as fol- 
lows:

Wages and Revenue, 
One ofZimring’s exhibits showed 
that the amount paid out for plat- 
form wages by the Public Service 
Co. for the first four months of 
1931 decreased in about the same 
proportion as the company’s rev- 
enue. The decrease in revenue was 
16 per cent and the decrease in 
amount of platform wages was 16.2 
per cent. 
He showed by another exhibit 
that in 1930 platform wages were 
8.4 per cent less than in 1923 and 
administrative expenditures were 
54.5 per cent greater. 

There are 2810 trainmen involved 
in the wage @ispute, in addition to 
shopment and other employes, Zim- 
ring said. The average age of em- 
ployes involved is 43.5 years, he 
said, and their average length of 
service with the company is 14.3 
years. The average age of regular 
conductors and motormen is 45.5 
years and their average length of 
service is 15.8 years. These figures 
were based on replies of about half 
of the men to. questionnaires. 
Testimony of the company’s wit-

CHINA WANTS U. S. WHEAT 
FOR ITS FLOOD SUFFERERS 


Makes Informal Inquiry to Learn 
Amount Available on Credit 
for Stricken Area, 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The 
Chinese Government laid before 
the United States Government today 
an informal inquiry to ascertain 
the quantity of wheat available’on 
credit for flood-stricken areas in 
China. 
The inquiry was cabled to the 
State Department by the United 
States Consulate at Nanking. The 
communication did not specify the 
amount of wheat required, nor did 
it make a definite offer to pur- 
chase.

man Research Urged as 
Remedy.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Henry 


W. Anderson’s separate report on 
“The Causes of Crime,” published 
today as part of the report in 
which the Wickersham Commis- 
sion as a whole completely dodges 
the issue raised by the growth of 
crime in the United States, reflects 
a painstaking study of the subject. 
His survey runs to the roots of 


Amewcan social and political in- 
stitutions, and his views are robust 
and provocative. In part, his find- 
ings are a scathing indictment of 
some of the features of modern in- 
dustrialism. 
The fact that he is a distin- 
guished lawyer adds authority to 
his opinion of the law and its ad- 
ministration: 
“Ancient concepts and attitudes 
permeate our substantive law and 
every branch Of the legal organiza- 
tion. Much of the confusion in the 
law and its administration results 
from artificial limitations of this 
character. In response to the just 
criticism of the failure of the law 
and the agencies and methods of 
its administration to adapt them- 
selves to modern conditions, ‘aws 
are often passed imposing further 
restraints which only tend to in- 
crease the existing complexities, 
and to offer more opportunities for 
evasion. 
For Living Laws. 

“The remedy lies not in more 
laws but in freeing the law and the 
agencies for its administration 
from the constitutional and tradi- 
tional limitations imposed in re- 
sponse to outgrown social con- 
cepts, by adapting them to present 
social and economic needs, and 
making them so flexible as to be 
readily adapted to social changes. 
“To be effective the law must be 
living, not dead; to be respected it 
must be worthy of respect in the 
eyes of the people both in its the- 
ory and in its results.” 
Especially timely are the views of 
Anderson on the modern economic 
system—a system under which, as 
he says, great corporations have 
“dehumanized industry” and ut 
times, in defense of property 
rights, have débauched the agen- 
cies of government. The manner 
in which this system operates in 
the United States has helped to 
shape the attitude of the people to- 
ward government and the law. An- 
derson’s discussion of this phase 
of his subject goes back to ‘le 
‘highly individualistic principle’ 
brought by the colonists to America. 
Some of its effects. he says, are to 
be seen in the treatment of the 
Indians: in the destruction of ths 
forest and other public resources 
for private gain; in the reckless 
granting away of the public do- 
main: in the realization of enor- 
mous fortunes through the mero 
ownership of land in rapidly grow- 
ing communities. 

Rise of Corporations, 
He brings the story down 
date: 
“With the development of com- 
merce and of means of transports- 
tion and communication, the ideal 
of individual competitive effort was 
forced to yield to the social prin- 
ciple of co-operation: but this wise 
done not primarily in the interest 
of the social organization, bri 
private interests. As a means ‘o 
this end corporations were created 
as agencies of co-operative effert, 
These agencies and the control 
which they exercise bave grown 
to nation-wide and even weridwide 
extent.

INLAND PRODUCERS

Thinks Roads’ Troubles Are: 
Due to Lack of Business 
and Avers Boost Would 
Further Curtail It.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Testi- 
mony that increased freight rates 
on iron ore would be “rank dis- 
crimination” in favor of the United 
States Steel Corporation and fur- 
naces on the Great Lakes over in- 
land producers was presented to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today by the Jones & Laughlin 
Steel Corporation of Pittsburg. 

F. A. Ogden, representing the 
Pittsburg concern, began the sec- 
ond week of opposition to higher 
rates. He testified that the _ in- 
crease of 15 per cent asked by the 
railroads would not only discrim- 
inate between steel companies, but 
would “hamper” industry general- 


ly. 

He said the railroad troubles did 
not result from low rates, but from 
a lack of business that an advance 
in rates would throw more business 
to the trucks and other means of 
transportation. A reduction in 
rates would be better for all con- 
cerned, he said. 

Why One Group Benefits. 


Ogden testified that steel plants 
on the Great Lakes were not pro- 
testing against the proposed in- 
crease because, with no change in 
the water rate, they would pay 
only one increase, while the in- 
terior plants would pay two. The 
lake plants, it was explained, ob- 
tained their ore by rail and water, 
while the interior furnaces get it 
via rail-water-rail. 

The proposed increase, he said, 
would mean an addition of 20 cents 
a ton on iron ore from Lake Erie 
ports to Pittsburg and would in- 
crease the steel manufacturing cost 
of his company by 40 cents a ton 
over and above the added burden 
on lake furnaces. 

Ogden offered three exhibits to 
show what he termed the prosper- 
ous condition of the Duluth, Mis- 
sabe and Northern, Bessemer and 
Lake Erie, and Lake Superior and 
Ishpeming railroads, but on objec- 
tion from Railroad Counsel Com- 
missioner Meyer ruled they could 
not be received. 

The exhibits were designed to 
show that the three railroads, 
which handle largely iron ore, paid 
rood dividends in 1929 and 1930. 
Two of the roads, Ogden _ said, 
were owned by the United States 
Steel Corporation and _ therefore 
any increase in rates would be paid 
back to the steel corporation in di- 
vidends. 

Hauls Ore for Independents. 

“This is aggravated by the fact 
that the D. M. & N. hauls ore for 
independents including ourselves,” 
he said. “What we would pay the 
D., M. and N. in increased rates to 
the upper ports would come out as 
additional dividends tg the United 
States Steel Corporation and ob- 
viously place us at that much 
greater disadvantage in our manu- 
facturing cost.” 

Ogden said the selling price of 
iron and steel products: generally 
was no higher now than it was in 
1917, but that freight rates were 
about 75 per cent higher. These 
increases, he added, amounted to 
more than the interior furnace 
could stand in compostition with the 
lake furnace. 

The Youngstown Chamber of 
Commerce, through its traffic 
manager, J. V. McMahon, opposed 
higher rates on coal, iron ore, coke, 
limestone and dolomite destined for 
the Youngstown region. 

Representatives of the Buffalo 
Chamber of Commerce and several 
Buffalo industries protested impo- 
sition of a 15 per cent increase on 
top of the new Eastern class rates 
which become effective Dec. 3.

power and of complicated financial 
interrelations, they tend in large 
degree to eliminate effective com- 
petition as a source of protection 
to the consumer. They have oper- 
ated to separate ownership from 
the power and responsibilities cf 
management in violation of sound 
principles of social organization. 
“By their size, impersonal char- 
acter, and measure of economy, 
they have to a large extent ¢lim- 
inated personal relations, and ef- 
fectually dehumanized industry: 
provided in many instances large 
reserves for the protection of  »wn- 
ership and little if any for the 
benefit of those who labor; and 
by an overemphasis of economic 
instead of human considerations 
have seriously impaired the social 
and economic seeurity of the indi- 
vidual which is essential to hu- 
‘man contentment and l:appiness. 


Government Agencics Debauched. 
“In defense of the ‘sacred right 
of property’ they have frequently 
used their immense financial pow- 
ers and influence to control or to 
debauch the agencies of Govern- 
ment, thus undermining the foun- 
dations of all security not wnly to 
persons but to property itself. 

“This brief summary of some 
of the more obvious results cf this 
system, of the ownership of prop- 
erty free from definite personal 
obligations, when carried to the 
extremes which now prevail in 
America, is sufficient to demon- 
strate some of its dangers and the 
natural reactions upon the atti- 
tudes of the people with respect to 
government and law. 

“It may be observed that’ the 

remedies for these conditions are 
not to be found in ill-considered 
laws which aggravate the trouble 
without removing the causes, or in 
destructive action or in swinging 
to the other extremes. 
“They must be found in gradual 
and constructive changes in social 
and economic concepts and in the 
adjustment of social and economic 
practices to these concepts; in rec- 
ognition of the principle that the 
ownership of property and the en- 
joyment of its benefits carry with 
them proportionate duties and ob- 
ligations; that there is no real 
conflict of interests between the 
individual and socicty, but that 
these interests are interrelated, 
founded upon their mutual duties 
of service and protection, and sub- 
ject to constant readjustment: that 
the compensations and rewards of 
private resources and efforts must 
have some proper relation to the 
extent or value of the service ren- 
dered to society, or to those of 
whom it is composed; that there 
shall be a just apportionment on 
this basis of the products or re- 
wards of industry among those by 
whose resources and efforts they 
are produced; and that industry 
Shall make adequate provision for 
the economic security of those en- 
gaged in its service, not only as a 
matter of individual justice, but 
as an essential safeguard of social 
Order and progress. 


Reaction on Society. 
“Those who complain of the ex- 
tension of government control over 
and the regulation of individual 


well recognize that to the extent 
that individuals and private organ- 
izations fail to show their capacity 
for self-control through respect for 
the rights of others and the dis- 
charge of their duties and obliga- 
tions to society, to that extent the 
social organization, acting through 
the agencies of government, must 
and will step in and exercise social 
and economic control if human so- 
ciety is to endure. 

“By due regard to these elemen- 
tary social principles and discharge 
of these essential social duties and 
obligations all that is valuable to 
the present economic system may 
be preserved, and its evils may be 
in large measure eliminated. But 
the prevailing conditions and ten- 
dencies, with the increasing strain 
and stress which result therefrom, 
cannot fail to affect adversely the 
attitudes of the people toward gov- 
ernment and law.” 

The American people today, says 
Anderson, are living under “the 
most complex and rigid governmen.- 
tal and legal system of which West- 
ern civilization furnishes any rec- 
ord.” In this system are govern- 
mental organizations and practices 
often based “‘on concepts and con- 
stitutional limitations born of the 
revolutionary or antisocial condi- 
tions of the seventeenth century in 
England and the pioneer age in 
America.” 

On top of this complex and rigid 
social and political structure there 
has been built “‘what is perhaps the 
most highly organized economic 
system in the world, which in turn 
is based upon an extreme develop- 
ment of the seventeenth. century 
competitive principle of private 
rights in property without corre- 
sponding social duties and obligu- 
tions.” ° 

“Lawless Enforcement of Law.” 

“It cannot be a source of sur- 
prise,” Anderson continues, “that 
these conditions produce among 
even the most social and law-abid- 
ing elements of the people an atti- 
tude of bewilderment as to the law, 
and hopelessness as to government; 
among the less law-abiding an at- 
titude of antagonism to law, and 
contempt for government; and a 
reckless disregard of social and le- 
gal restraints among youth who are 
least controlled by habit or influ- 
enced by social routine. 

“It' is equally true that these 
complex and confused conditions, 
when few, if any, know what the 
law really is, afford opportunities 
for evasion of the law by the law- 
less, and the lawless enforcement 
of the law by officials; for favorit- 
ism and discrimination; and some- 
times for the use of the law as an 
instrument of oppression and black- 
mail; all of which tends progres- 
sively to break down the law and to 
undermine confidence in and re- 
spect for its agencies. 

“Offsetting the many admirable 


qualities and achievements of 


social and economic activity might? 


American civilization are certain 


| general facts of which the student 


of present social conditions must 
take cognizance. The American 
people acquired in its virgin state 


favored and fruitful area of the 
world’s surface. They have existed 
as an independent people for only 
the short period of 150 years. With- 
in this time they have destroyed 
the original occupants of the soil 
or driven them from their lands 
with little regard for their rights. 
They have converted substantially 
all of this great area, with its im- 
mense natural resources, from pub- 
lic into private ownership. They 
have exploited these resources for 
private gain to an extent which. in 
some instances at least, alreacy 
\hreaten exhaustion. 
Menaces to Social Health. 


“They have created the widest 
spread between the extremes of 
wealth and poverty existing in the 
Western world. ‘They have devel- 
oped degrading slums in the citics, 
and ignorant under-privileged areas 
in the rural districts which stand a» 
menaces to social health and dan- 
gers to social order. 

‘They have conquered many of 
the forces of nature and made 
them the servants of man, bpt 
have so organized and developed 
their industrial system that it tends 
to make o- man himself a cog ina 
relentless machine, without the in- 
spiration of personal achievement, 
or the contentment which springs 
from social and economic security. 

“They have created the largest 
pody of laws and the most com- 
plex system of government now in 
existence as restraints and controls 
upon individual and social conduct, 
but every stage in their develop- 
ment has been characterized by a 
large and ever increasing degree 
of lawlessness and _ crime. They 
have engaged in at least one war 
in every generation. 

“No candid investigation can 
ignore these facts, or the conclu- 
sions which they naturally suggest. 

Dogmas of Fear. 

“The psychological basis of the 
limitations and restraints imposed 
upon our social, political and eco- 
nomic institutions, which have so 
vexed and unbalanced their devel- 
opment, has been and is fear—the 
most devastating of all influences 
upon individual or social progress. 
The social and political concepts of 
the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies, which have so largely af- 
fected our institutions, were born 
of the fear of political or religious 
oppression. The pioneer attitudes 
were responses to the fear of s0o- 
cial and economic control. 

“The debates of the several con- 
ventions show that the rigid consti- 
tutiona] limitations imposed upon 
our legal and political organiza- 
tions, which have made difficult 
their adjustment to changing con- 
ditions, were due to fear of the 
people; while those who dominate 
our economic, and somefimes our 
political, life are thrown into a 
panic of fear at any suggestion or 
indication of reasonably free pop- 
ular action. 

“Even the people are so afraid 
of themselves that they place their 
most intimate social affairs under 
the control of laws which’ they 
then resent, and their personal 
morals into the keeping of the po- 
lice. Human experience demon- 
strates that they who are subject 
to fear may not know freedom, for 
fear is the mother of repression 
and repression is the’ breeding 
ground of lawlessness and crime. 


Causes of Lawlessness. 


“The operations of the princi- 
ples and factors which have been 
outlined are to be seen in every 
phase of our social, political, le- 
gal and economic systems. At 
every point there is an overem- 
phasis of the negative concept of 
individual or local rights, and a 
corresponding disregard of the af- 
firmative social principle of du- 
ties; a reliance upon _ restrictive 
and prohibitive laws instead of 
the development of that confidence 
and self-ontrol which are the bases 
of any system of free popular gov- 
ernment; the existence of rigid 
constitutional and legal limitations 
upon every phase of social action 
with corresponding restraints upon 
the necessary readjustments to the 
rapid changes in social and eco- 
nomic life; the tendency to sub- 
stitute fear for faith, of legal re- 
pression for reasonable _ social 
freedom. 


“As the human being of today 
could not be comfortable or. dis- 
charge the functions of modern 
life if clothed in the steel armor 
ef the Middle Ages, so_ the social 
organization can not be effective 
or expand to meet changing so- 
cial needs when bound by the rig- 
id limitations of outgrown con- 
cepts or unnecessary and conflict- 
ing laws. These things inevitably 
produce socia] discomfort, unrest 
and irritation, which find their 
natural expression in disrespect for 
government and disregard for law. 
In the operation of these princi- 
ples and limitations and in the re- 
sulting condition must be found 
the more general and fundamental 
causes for the growing menace of 
lawlessness and crime in Ameri- 
ca.”’ 

Suggests Corrective Method, 

These are the basic elements of 
the problem as'‘Anderson sees it. 
But there is a great deal more in 
his report that deserves attention. 
The fact emerges clearly, he says, 
that “the major responsibility for 
crime is a social, as distinguished 
from an individual, responsibility.” 

He believes that a long step 
would be taken toward the preven- 
tion of.crime if society, as a meas- 
ure of protection for itself, would 
insist upon such medical attention 
to the child from its birth “as 
would reasonably tnsure the detec- 
tion of physical, emotional and 
mental deficiency or unbalance, 
and the causes therefor.” Instead 
of deploring the breakdown of the 
home, society, he says, should rec- 
ognize the inevitabe nature of this 


development and progressively as-

sume the responsibilities which it 
entails. There should be also a 
thorough re-examination of the 
methods and aims of institutional 
and correctional treatment. 

The studies made for the com- 
mission, says Anderson, show that 
crimes against property increase 
during perfods of industrial depres- 
sion. He believes there should be 
an adequate system of public em- 
ployment offices and the provision 
of reserve funds by industry to 
carry employes through periods of 
depression. 

“Collusion between organized 
law-breakers and public officials, 
where it exists,” he says, “‘is one 
of the most potent influences in 
destroying confidence in the law 
and its administration, stimulates 
criminal activity and appreciably 
enhances the volume of crime.” 


Danger of Unemployment. 


He tells of the disastrous effects 
of unemployment: 

“Most business men realize the 
terrible effect upon § individual 
morale and social 2nd economic at- 
titudes of being unable to meet 
financial obligations. How much 
more devastating must be the ef- 
fects upon the individual of eco- 
nomic insecurity or loss of that em- 
ployment for which he is trained; 
the want of assurance of the ability 
to care for his family or to educate 
his -hildren in the years to come; 
and the complete intellectual and 
emotional demoralization which 
flows from the necessity of daily 
readjustment to radical changes in 
the life about him and uncertainty 
as to what may take place in the 
future. | 


“A case cited in the report of 
Miss van Kleeck of a man educated 
for one class of work and unable to 
obtain employment, seeking posi- 
tions from time to time in what- 
ever line of endeavor he might find 
a job, and finally forced by hunger 
to an act of robbery, is but an il- 
lustration of thousands of similar 
cases which permeate our social 
and economic organization today. 

“It requires no very exhaustive 
study of these conditions to under- 
stand the social unrest and discon- 
tent which now prevails, or to ap- 
preciate their relation to and influ- 
ence upon the increase of crime.” 

He sets out, in greater detail than 
they are here given, the followirg 
specific conclusions: 

1. The essential elements of the 
crime problem lie much deeper, and 
are of more vital importance to the 
social welfare, than the crimina) 
acts themselves. 

2. The approach to the study 
of the problem must, therefore, be 
through an effort to ascertain the 
factors of personality and environ- 
ment, both individual and general. 
by which human attitudes and con- 
duct in relation to the sdcial organ- 
ization and the law are influen-cea 
and controlled. 

3. The ultimate remedy is to be 
found not in repressive laws or in 
efforts to suppress normal physical. 
emotional or mental expression; but 
in the study of the deeper causes 
for abnormal or antisocial attitudes 
or conduct; in seeking to remedy 
or to remove these causes, both as 
to personality and environment, 
and thus to substitute normal or so- 
cial for abnormal or criminal attt- 
tudes. 

4. This requires that the soria) 
organization shall assume and dis- 
charge the responsibilities which 
modern conditions impose. 


Institute of Human Research. 


He recommends that there be cs- 
tablished in some appropriate dc- 
partment of the Federal Govern- 
ment an institute of human re- 
search, under a scientist of unqnes-| 
tioned ability, to make studies along 
the lines suggested and publish 
the results. The institute woul. 
concern itself wholly with study and 
instruction. 

“The general and incregsing prev- 
alence of crime,” he says in con- 
clusion, ‘‘gives adequate warning 
that America should be ‘wise in 
time’ in devising effective meas- 
ures to meet this problem by removy- 
ing the deeper causes to which it is 
due. The economic. results will 
more than justify the expenditure 
and effort, but the results in social 
security and human happiness wiil 
be far more important in thelr 
bearing upon the future of Ameri- 
can civilization.”

NEMURO, Japan, Aug. 17. — A 


radio message from Paramyshir 
Island, picked up here by the 
Ochiishi Wireless Station, indicates 
that Col. and Mrs, Charles A. Lind- 
bergh are still at Petropavlovsk, 
Kamchatka, studying weather re- 
ports. There is no _ intimation 
when they will start for Nemuro. 


Reporters and photographers are 
swarming into Nemuro for the firs? 
landing of the Lindberghs in Jap- 
anese territory. The only vacant 
rooms remaining are reserved for 
the Lindberghs. These rooms are 
at the Nibiki Ryokan, which, free- 
ly translated, means “The Two 
Smiling Beauties’ Inn.” 

A check shows there are 89 news 
reporters and 27 photographers 
here and still more en route. 

The Tokio Asahi, a newspaper 
which always has been much in- 
terested in aviation, has nine men 
and.two airplanes here, while the 
Tokio Nichi Nichi has six men. The 
Hokkai Times of Sappolo City, the 
largest newspaper on Hokkaido 
Island, has five reporters and one 
airplane. 

Asahi sent an American _ girl 
stenographer from Tokio to take 
down everything the Lindberghs 
say during a half-hour interview. 
Nemuro’s new town hall, where 
the Lindberghs will be received, 
was completed just in time. The 
last wooden peg was put into place 
this morning. Workmen have been 
rushing construction for several 
days in order to have everything 


in. Four Counties Em- 
bracing the Big Produc- 
ing Field.

AUSTIN, Tex., Aug. 17. — Gov. 
Ross 8S. Sterling declared military 
control law in the East Texas oil 
field at 6 o’clock this morning and 
ordered all producing wells shut 
down, 

The Governor acted to prevent 
depletion of the resources of that 
vast field while the State Railroad 
Commission put into effect the oil 
conservation measure passed last 
week by the Legislature. Gov. 
Sterling said the commission wou!d 
need a week or two to do this. 
Some oil men said 20 days would 
be required. To the field’s over- 
production, oil men attributed the 
depression in prices. 

The military zone as outlined Ly 
the Governor includes four coun- 
ties—Rusk, Gregg, Smith and Up- 
shur—the area covering 2815 square 
miles. There are approximately 
1600 producing wells in the field 
with a daily average production of 
about 760,000 barreis.

Appellate Court Upholds Ac- 
tion Refusing to Set Aside 
Assignment of Interest. 


BANKER ENDS LIFE 


for His Health. 


Dismissal of Mrs. Alice McMillan 
Warfield’s suit to set aside an as- 
signment of half her interest in 
the estate of her uncle, the late 
William McMillan, St. Louis manu- 
facturer and capitalist, was upheld 
by the Circuit Court of Appeals in 
an opinion filed today in Federal 
Court. 

McMillan, as the decision sets 
forth, died in 1901, leaving the life 
income of his estate to his widow, 
Eliza, and his son, Sir William 
Northrup McMillan. After their 
death the estate was to go to the 
son’s children, or, if he had none, 
to William McMillan’s brothers, 
James and Hugh McMillan as trus- 
tees, with the Union Trust Co. of 
Detroit, for their_heirs. 

In 1913, following the death of 
the \lgothers, contingent interests 
of their heirs were bought up by 
Mrs. Eliza and Sir Northrup Mc- 
Millan, including half the contin- 
gent interest of Mrs. Warfield, for 
which she was paid $20,000. The 
estate then was valued at $8,000,- 
000. Mrs. MeMillan died two years 
later, and Sir Northrup died in 
1925. 

Mrs. Warfield sued in Federal 
court to set aside the assignment, 
on the grounds that the trustees 
had a fiduciary relationship to her 
and had failed to apprise her that 
Sir Northrup could have no chil- 
dren, or that the cstate included a 
half-interest in a brokerage busi- 
ness which had been conducted by 
MeMilla nand W. K. Bixby, valued 
at $750,000. 

The lower court dismissed the 
suit on motion of the defendants, 
and was upheld in today’s decision 
on Mrs. Warfield’s appeal. The re- 
lationship between Mrs. Warfield 
and the trustees was not of a fi- 
duciary nature, requiring them ito 
acquaint her with all the details 
that might bear on her contingent 
interest, the appeals court held, but 
compared with the relation between 
a life tenant and a remainder-man.

TEXAS, NORTH MEXICO 


Spring Spouts te 19 Water 
for Hour—Property Damage 
in Southern Republic.

DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 17.—Earth 
tremors shook West and Central 
Texas yesterday. No loss of life 
was reported throughout an area 
of which San Antonio was the 
largest city to report the shock. 

Chihuahua City, Mexico, report- 
ed shocks and several persons were 
reported injured at Oaxaca, Mex- 
ico. 

L. A. Netson, head of the De- 
partment of Geology at Texas Col- 
lege of Mines and Arts, said the 
shocks propably were the “tail 
end” of intense disturbances in 
Mexico. The Weather Bureau at 
San Antonio reported the tremors 
lasted 72 seconds, 

Valentine, in the Southern Sierra 
Vieja Mountains, seemed to bear 
the brunt of the shock. Adobe 
houses were wrecked. A _ brick 
school was damaged badly and ev- 
ery chimney there fell. 

Corsicana, Tex., was the farthest 
east city to report the tremors, giv- 
ing the shock zone a width of at 
least 500 miles in Texas. 

Comanche Springs, flowing 60,- 
000,000 gallons of water daily, 
spouted muddy water for an hour 
after the earthquake, but apparent- 


ly the flow was not otherwise af- 
fected.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The- 
title and bulk of the Wickersham 


report released at the White House 
for publication today—‘The Causes 
of Crime” in two volumes of about 
400 printed pages each—arouse 
expectation that are not fulfilled 
by the text.

For the 
Same reasons it would be quite as 
useless to develop the potentialities 
of each of the current theories,” 

All that the commission found 
feasible was ‘‘to conduct a certain 
number of studies of limited scope 
but with possibilities of genera] ap- 
plication, and bring together, in a 
critical review, what has been done 


thus far in the way of theories of 
criminality.” 


Anderson Assails Attitude, 
Anderson in his separate report 
shows impatience with this atti- 
tude. He points out that the Presi- 
dent, when the commission began 
work, expressed the hope that it 


respondence. Much of the best 
material gathered in these ways, 
Anderson says, is not reflected in 
the report. 

He says that’ the commission, 
with all this material at its com- 
mand arid with, in addition, the 
knowledge and experience of its 
members to draw upon, should not 
have hesitated to give its views 
and conclusions “upon a ‘question 
of such vital interest to the coun- 
try as the causes of the existing 
condition of widespread crime.” 

The commission also, he con- 
tends, should have interpreted for 
the public the research reports of 
its consultants’ and should have 
suggested measures looking to the 
“ultimate relief of the present dis- 
turbing conditions.” Even though 
its conclusions might have been 
wanting in finality, the commis- 
sion, says Anderson, should have 
contributed something to the 
thought on the subject. In under- 
taking its work, the commission 
“assumed a responsibility” which 
ought to have been met.

Now is the time when any new 
recipe is welcome to spur on the 
appetite which has begun to lag 
after the long, hot season. New 
ways of serving vegetables are par- 
ticularly timely just now, and here 
are four suggestions. 

Stuffed Onions. 

Peel six large onions, Bermuda 
onions being best for this recipe. 
Scoop out the center of each. 
Mince centers with equal amount 
of bread crumbs, a minced green 
pepper, salt, pepper and melted 
butter. Fill the onions with this 
combination, heaping the stuffing 
in the center. Cover all onions with 
buttereqd crumbs, set in baking 
dish, add two tablespoons of water 
and bake until tender and brown, 
watching to see if it is necessary to 
add more water. 

Cucumber Surprise. 

Boil large cucumbers until ten- 
der. Cut in two and scoop out 
seeds and in their place put In a 
filling of bread crumbs mixed with 
minced ham and seasoneg with 
salt, butter and pepper. Fasten 
the cucumbers together with tape. 
put in baking pan with a heaping 
tablespoon of butter and a cup of 
water, bake for 30 minutes with 
frequent bastings. 

Sweet Pepper Salad. 

Drop peppers in hot water, pull 
off skins and remove seeds. Pack 
with cream cheese in which has 
been mixed fine chopped pecans 
Or peanuts, seasoned with pepper, 
salt and a very little mayonnaise. 
Put on ice until chilled almost to 
freezing. When ready to serve, 
slice with a very sharp knife and 
lay on lettuce leaves, with a spoon 
of mayonnaise on the side. 

Vegetable Roast. 
Chop two large onions, shred one 


green pepper, removing seeds. Saute 


in four tablespoons of butter. Ar- 
range in the bottom of a baking 
dish which has a cover. Slice 
two large potatoes, two white tur- 
nips, four skinned tomatoes and lay 
in alternate layers, sprinkling lay- 
ers with two cups of green corn cut 
from the cob.

strawberry syrup, one cup of lem- 
on juice, two cups of unsweetened 
pineapple juice and two cups of 
orange juice. 

Let stand for 30 minutes and 
add enough ice water to make one 
and one-half gallons of liquid, 
putting in the carbonated lime 
last. Pour over a big piece of ice 
in the punch bowl. 


SPANISH SPAGHETTI 


Sunday Supper Dish Which May Be 
Eaten Either Hot or Cold. 


A new recipe for spaghetti Is al- 
ways welcome and here is one that 
is nice for luncheon or Sunday 
night supper. It may be eaten 
either hot or cold. 

Put a layer of cooked spaghetti 
in buttered baking dish, cover with 
a layer of chopped green or red 
peppers or mix both, next a layer 
of grated or thinly sliced cheese, 
another layer of spaghetti, topped 
with slices of hard boiled eggs, 
more cheese and a final layer of 
spaghetti. 

Cover all with a sauce made of 
two beaten eggs, a cup of milk and 
one-half teaspoon of salt mixed to- 
Bake until solid in the 
center which will be from 25 to 30 
minutes. 


Iced-Tea Punch. 


Pour a pint of freshly boiling 
water over two~-tablespoonfuls of 
tea, let stand for six minutes, then 
strain. - Add the juice of one lem- 
on, one orange, . small can of 
crushed pineapple, two bottles of 
ginger ale, a bottle of grape juice 
and sugar to taste. Pour over 
crushed ice and place a sprig of 
mint in each glass when served. -

AT MOTHER'S BIER 


Soongs to Honor Notable Fig- 
ure of Revolution in Two- 
Day Ceremony. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 17.—China’s 
“first family’’ — the Soongs—held 
one of their reunions in Shanghai 
tonight. This time they gathered 
around the bier of their mother, 
Mme. K. T. Soong, sometimes re- 
ferred to as the mother-in-law of 
the Chinese revolution. 

Mme. Soong died in 
July 23, shortly after 
word of the attempted assassina- 


tion here of her son, T. V. Soong, 
vice chairman and Finance Minis- 
ter of the Chinese Nationa] Gov- 
ernment. 

The gathering was completed 
late today with the arrival of 
Chiang Kai-shek, head of the Na- 
tionalist Government, from Nan- 
chang to attend the two-day fu- 
neral. Chiang 1s a son-in-law of 
Mme. Soong. 

Mme. Soong numbered in her 
family three famous daughters, 
two distinguished sons-in-law and 
two sons, all of whom, gathered at 
the bier, emphasized how she had 
wielded an influence on modern 
China such as’ few women have 
exercised in any nation in history. 

Besides President Chiang there 
was Mme. Sun Yat-sen, daughter 
of Mme. Soong and widow of the 
founder of the Chinese Republic, 
Mme. H. H. Kung, another daugh-

- A Defense of Real Estate Bonds. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Y OU have recently been featuring ac- 


counts of receivership and troubles 
of certain hotels and apartment houses 
in St. Louis and have apparently made 
some effort to discredit the “first mort- 
gage gold bond,” which has been sold to 
the public in many of these Cases, 

I have no defense to offer for the fi- 
nancing involved in_ these particular 
eases. Most of it was unsound from the 
beginning and doomed to failure, It was 
so recognized by the experienced mort- 
gage houses of St. Louis and they did 
not participate in it. Practically all of 
that class of financing was handled by 
certain Chicago and New York firms 
(now out of business) and Most of the 
bonds were sold outside of St. Louis. 

While your exposure of these cases 
may serve a good purpose in warning in- 
vestors to investigate beforehand and not 
afterward, I think it would also be con- 
structive to point out that the first mort- 
gage bond is a thoroughly custom- 
ary and proper form of security, when 
honestly and properly set up; that a 
great many successful buildings, includ- 
ing hotels and apartments, here and else- 
where, have been financed through first 
mortgage real estate bonds and 
these bonds in most cases enjoy today a 
good market and are highly regarded in 
investment and banking circles. 

If interested, you could obtain a list as 
long as your two arms of such bonds that 
are not in trouble and are paid promptly 
as they mature. However, very few, if 
any, of these sound securities pay more 
than 6 per cent interest, and when you 
refer to the misfortune of the present 
holders of defaulted real estate bonds 
bearing 6% per cent and 7 per cent in- 
terest (as in the case of the Monticello, 
Hotel Chase, Hotel Roosevelt and others) 
you should not overlook the fact that 
during all the time these investors were 
buying those high-coupon bonds, they 
were also being offered by conservative 
investment houses other’ securities of 


silver dollar of history was no longer coined. In its 
place came fiduciary silver coins. These silver coins 
were worth less as silver than the gold value assigned 
to them, but through limitation of quantity and 
redemption in gold they were maintained at par, 
much as American silver eoins are. Like our frac- 
tional silver, the Mexican silver was legal tender only 
in limited amounts. Since then, with the exception 
of a paper money orgy during the revolutionary 
troubles between 1913 and 1916, Mexico has been on 
the gold standard. She was, however, the world’s 
greatest producer of silver, and a large amount of 
the money in circulation was silver coin. Some Gov- 
ernments, probably prompted by the desire for 
seigniorage profits, increased unduly the issues of 
silver and made no provision for a reserve to retire 
excess coins should business conditions become un- 
favorable. As a result, silver coins went to a slight 
discount in terms of gold a few years ago, and a dis- 
tinction arose between gold and silver obligations. 
The term silvér peso, however, was misleading, for 
it was not a silver standard coin. Due to limitation 
of quantity, it circulated at a gold value about twice 
the value of the silver it contained. During the past 
year, the discount on the silver peso increased, and 
early in July it was worth less than 40 cents, 
although that was nearly three times the value of 
the silver it contained. 

The Mexican monetary legislation of a few weeks 
ago can be better understood in the light of the above 
facts. Despite the impression conveyed in many press 
dispatches from Mexico, the new legislation did not 
put the country on a silver standard. It simply pro- 
vided that all debts in terms of gold pesos could be 
paid in silver coins, and it is the intention to bring 
the silver coins back to gold parity when economic 
conditions permit. Except for the complications 
created by the great amount of silver coins in circula- 
tion, the Mexican action ‘would be described as a sus- 


lower yield but far greater safety which, 
however, they did not buy. So that, at 
least, some part of the responsibility for 
present troubles should be placed on this 


desire for unusually large return, which 
inevitably carries with it larger risk. This 
is an old, old truth which must be con- 
stantly relearned by each generation of 
investors. 

The record of St. Louis mortgage and 
financial institutions in their real estate 
financing is, on the whole, very good. 
The first mortgage real estate bonds 
sold by them will compare favorably 
with other classes of securities even dur- 
ing the present business depression, 
which is subjecting nearly every form of 
investment to a critical test. This form 
of security has been of great importance 
in developing our cities and providing a 
safe type of investment for individuals 
and insurance companies. *‘Its inherent 
soundness should not be discredited, 
simply because in certain cases the loans 
have been too large and too costly for 
the property to support. 

When. issued in reasonable amounts 
(which is always a question of good 
judgment and experience) and secured 
by first lien on well located and well 
nianaged buildings, the first mortgage 
bond should be regarded as an entire- 
ly satisfactory form of investment.

pension of specie payments, similar to the recent 
action of such countries as Argentina, Brazil and 
Australia. Mexico is now straddled between gold 
and silver; its silver coins are worth only a little 
over half their legal gold value, but over twice the 
value of the silver which they contain. These coins 
might be compared to inconvertible notes printed on 
silver. . 

Mexico’s action was at first interpreted as a move 
to help silver, but fuller information as to the pro- 
visions of the law, and a recent statement of the 
Mexican Minister of Finance, do not support this 
view. The law forbids further coinage of silver, and 
if this provision is lived up to, there is no reason to 
expect any serious depreciation of the silver peso 
from its present quotation, or any stimulation to the 
silver market through the creation of an additional 
demand. Mexico, however, may not find the ambi- 
tion to return to the gold standard easy to carry out, 
for the world’s experience has shown that the road to 
monetary depreciation is a much easier one to follow 
than the straight and narrow path back to monetary 
reform. 
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COUNSEL FROM THE OLDEST PROFESSOR. 

Let those who regard Latin as dry as dust and its 
teachers as a set of absent-minded old fogies con- 
sider the case of Dr. Julian Daniel Taylor, profes- 
sor of Latin in Colby College, Waterville, Me., now 
in his eighty-sixth year and probably the oldest ac- 
tive professor in the country. The spring he came out 
of Colby with the sheepskin of a bachelor of arts, 
Andrew Johnson was impeached, tried and acquitted. 
The commencement he rose to the rank of master 
of arts was in the year of the Chicago fire. 
Throughout the 63 years of his teaching, he thas 
Stayed true to the lingual love of his undergraduate 
days, taking generation after generation of college 
students through the greater triumvirate of Caesar, 
Cicero and Virgil. Now, in the fullness of years, he 
tells why Latin should be kept in the curriculum. 
The mother tongue? The beauty of the classics? Lit- 
erary appreciation? No, none of the shopworn pleas. 
Dr. Taylor says simply that Latin teaches students 
to be good at guessing, and that good guessing means 
more nowadays than judgment and much learning. 
A generation whose chief interest seems to be picking 
winners ought to warm up to Dr. Taylor’s explana- 
tion. Those who have guessed their way through a 
stiff passage of the Aeneid under end of the term 
pressure know how true it is! 
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ONE AUGUST WEEK. 

It is about time to make a small contribution to 
Mr. Roscoe Nunn’s scrapbook, and here goes. It 
started on the afternoon of Aug. 9, an afternoon made 
memorable by the performance of an official scorer 
who cracked out the only hit that was made off of 
the Chicago pitcher during the matinee. Along about 
the sixth inning a breeze blew in, scattering a rain 
drop here and there, but deceiving practically no one. 
But the timid guest, after a brief, apologetic visit, did 
not vexatiously disappear. Emboldened, perhaps, by 
its welcome, it circulated through the crowd, famil- 
iarly rumpling a bobbed head, fanning a cheek, chat- 
tering gayly on its way and finally becoming the life 
of the party. Still, a thoroughly baked populace was 
unconvinced.

Not an electric fan stirred in St. Louis 
that night. Not a bead of perspiration festooned a 
St. Louis brow.

workers.

These small factories, often half-hidden in shabby 
city streets or isolated in rural regions, would be the

Competing independently with larger concerns, they 
help furnish that life of trade by which both con- 
sumer and manufacturer benefit. Producing numer- 
ous small but important articles which massive 
plants find it inexpedient to make, they are the 
mainstay of many small communities. Because of 
their great number, however, co-ordination of activ- 
ities is difficult. Limited capital and antiquated 
methods hamper many, and have an adverse effect 
on the market as a whole. The National Industrial 
Conference Board urges their “taking the best that 
the highly developed technique of the larger plant 
has to offer and adapting it” to their own needs. 

To consider these problems and others, repre- 
sentatives of smaller plants held a conference last 
week at Silver Bay, N. Y. Mr. Hoover, in a message to 
the meeting, stressed the importance of united 
action on their part to help restore business stability. 
The President doubtless is aware of the charge that 
a considerable part of the recent wage-cutting, often 
unnecessary, has been done by these smaller firms, 
while larger industries are said to have held largely 
to their pledges at the 1929 White House conference 
to maintain pay standards. Adoption of efficient 
modern methods in all phases of their business is 
of utmost importance to small industries in preserv- 
ing themselves through these troubled times. The 
conference, the first of its kind, should prove of great 
value in stimulating such improvement. 
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WELCOME IN BERLIN. 

One of the familiar facts of history is that diplo- 
matic representatives frequently are responsible in 
a large measure for the state of relations between 
governments. The spirit of concord between Great 
Britain and the United States still réflects the schol- 
arly and friendly influence of James Bryce. No ac- 
count of the war would be complete without the story 
of how Brand Whitlock won the heart of Belgium. 
More recently, former President Jacob Gould Schur- 
man of Cornell University opened the way for more 
intimate relations between the United States and 
Germany. Accordingly, it is good to know that the 
new French Ambassador to Germany is Andre Fran- 
cois-Poncet, recently Undersecretary of National 
Economy in the Laval Government, and a participant 
in the Paris and London conferences. Trained 
by Foreign Minister Briand and a firm believer in his 
policy of friendly relations between France and Ger- 
many, it will be only natural for the new Ambassador 
to follow the veteran statesman’s policies in further- 
ing reconciliation. In the case of Andre Francois- 
Poncet, acceptance of the name by the German Goy- 
ernment is more than a formality. It augurs well for 
the peace of Europe. 
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GETTING OUT OF HAITI. 

It was the misfortune of Haiti.to incur a heavy 
debt with American bankers and thus to become a 
victim of dollar diplomacy. The result was a military 
occupation in 1915 that brought loss of a national 
sovereignty that had existed since 1804. Our army, 
navy and State Department joined in forcing on 
Haiti a treaty by which she became virtually an 
American colony. Now, 16 years after the conquest, 
this country is well on its way to getting out of 
Haiti. The sensible recommendations of the Forbes 
Commission last year, which came at a time when 
uprising seemed imminent, are being followed. Last 
Qctober, Haiti had the first congressional election 
since the occupation began. This was followed by 
retirement of Brigadier-General Russell, head of the 
military commission which had ruled Haiti, and the 
appointment of a civilian as Minister from the United 
States. A further and highly important.step has now 
been taken toward “Haitianization” of Haiti’s Gov- 
ernment, as urged by the commission. This is the 
return of three governmental departments to Haitian 
control, effective Oct. 1, after a long period of ad- 
ministration by Americans. Thus another milestone 
is passed leading to the evacuation of Haiti, sched- 
uled for 1936. 

There has been some impatience in Haiti over the 
delay in withdrawal, for the Haitians have felt they 
were now ready to govern themselves. It is our 
present administration’s policy, however, to proceed 
carefully and to leave Haiti on a firm basis of self- 
rule, so there will be no reason to return. The story 
of Haiti is not an attractive page in our nation’s his- 
tory, but there is every reason to think that good 
faith is now being exercised, in keeping with a ra- 
tional policy toward our Caribbean neighbors.

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Manufacturing Without Men 


Auto frames made at rate of 10,000 a day in plant where men are almost un- 
necessary; its steel pipe process makes equipment of all competitors obsolete; 
such trends of machine age will add to want unless adapted to human needs; 
challenge social engineer to turn triumphs of mechanical engineer into benefits. 
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engineers in a certain establishment in 

Milwaukee which I shall identify only 
as the “X”’ plant. These men are engaged in 
a search for new processes in the fabrica- 
tion of cold steel. 
research work have been so significant that 
this mass attack on the problems involved 
in production is considered to be the most 
common-sense program for discovery. 

This Milwaukee concern makes, among 
its products, steel pipe. This Pipe is used 
for oil, gas and gasoline pipe lines. The 
daily capacity.of this plant is 24 miles of 
pipe. Before the company developed its 
process for making pipe, the entire national 
output was eight miles a day. This means, 
of course, that all other pipe plants are 
obsolete. But X did not stop here. Other 
concerns might install equipment that is 
equally efficient with the X equipment. So 
the 600 X engineers have worked out and 
placed in cold storage a still more improved 
method of manufacturing steel pipe. The 
theory is that if other concerns should put 
themselves in a position to compete, the 
X concern will render obsolete the new 
competitive plants by a pfocess still more 
economical of labor.

If there were nothing to be seen at this 
plant except the staff of 600 research engi- 
neers, and the record of their achievements, 
it would be one of the wonders of the mod- 
ern world. If there were nothing to be 
seen except the carefully guarded steel pipe 
plant, with its secret processes of produc- 
tion, then Milwaukee would house one of 
the wonders of the modern world. 

_. There is a third department, that once 
seen leaves the brain buzzing with unforget- 
table impressions—a department of colossal 
size, which might be called a manless fac- 
tory. It produces automobile frames. 

Every seven seconds a set of flat strips of 
steel selected by an automatic testing 
unit, and begins a journey over a co-ordi- 
nated system of conveyors which winds 
through the plant, past stations at which 
stand monster offsetting presses, punching 
presses, drawing presses, which seize the 
strips. With one click of their massive jaws, 
they perform prodigious miracles, as though 
the steel were putty. Fourteen minutes later 
the finished frame emerges from the spray- 

_ing tunnel, glistening black in its coat of 
paint, ready for assembly in its place in 
the structure of a car. Every minute eight 
new frames are born, 10,000 frames a day, 
3,000,000 frames a year—a major fraction 
of the annual world replacement needs. 
+. e « 

For rhetorical purposes, this has been 
termed a “maniless” factory. As a matter 
of fact, men are employed. There are men 
watching the operations of the automatic 
units actuated by the central power plant. 
Theoretically the men are not necessary. 
Just as a navy vessel was recently con- 
trolled by wireless, so is it theoretically pos- 
sible that a single humah observer at some 
distant point might watch the operations of 
the entire X plant. 

Here and there along the moving assem- 
bly conveyer are human beings performing 
some slight operations that are as yet 
more economical to perform by hand than 
by automatic machines. The several mem-

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bers of the frames, after they have been 
processed, ready for assembly, are, it is 
true, placed by hand on the cradles which 
carry them to the mechanical unit which 
brings them all into position for the inser- 
tion of the rivets which permanently join 
the parts. The rivets are dropped into plave 
by human fingers. This is not necessary. 
Machines are already in existence capable of 
feeding rivets into holes positioned to reé- 
ceive them. 

Practically speaking, the men in attend- 
ance are policemen. They watch the line 
for the failure of any mechanism. Repairs 
and adjustment must be instant, for every 
minute the chain is halted means eight fewer 
frames produced. The entire plant must 
halt if one of the million links, cams, dies, 
gears, pins, cotters, nuts or toggles hesitates 
or balks. Back of the ‘“‘policemen” are the 
diemakers, tool setters and auxiliary help 
that collectively constitute the human con- 
trol over this vast assembly of automatons. 

As one walks along the aerial runway that 
permits the visitor to observe the operation 
of the plant in detail, he receives a thrill 
perhaps such as a savage might feel upon 
his first experience with a phonograph. Sin- 
gle machinés, operated by men, making, say, 
linotype slugs, are marvelous. But a lino- 
type machine, stretching over a city block, 
clicking out completed automobile frames— 
that is a marvel that leaves even the engi- 
neer speechless, 

* .s . 

And this, perhaps, is the forerunner of all 
future mechanisms for the production of 
commodities—a mechanical system in which 
common labor approaches the vanishing 
point; in which the individual skilled work- 
er or engineer ceases to be of any impor- 
tance. The 600 engineers have been instruct- 
ed to assume that this mechanical marvel] is 
imperfect and inefficient, and that there 
are ways in which the labor of diemakers, 
tool setters and attendants can be halved 
and quartered and reduced closer and closer 
to zero. 

On the other hand, Mayors and Gover- 
nors are considering potato patches and tur- 
nip patches to feed unemployed. Bankers 
are juggling their compound interest tables 
and statistics of trade balances and gold 
reserves. Statesman face growing organiza- 
tions of Fascists, Communists, Socialists. 

Relentlessly the process of technological 
improvements, the revolutionizing of the 
means of production, goes on and on. Milk 
is dumped into the rivers of New York 
State, because the populations of the great 
cities have not the means to buy the butter, 
cheese and cream they could very con- 
veniently consume. Blast furnaces stand 
cold and dark, because the people cannot 
consume more than one-third of the possi- 
ble products. Houses remain unbuilt. w*''o 
masons and carpenters month after month 
play pinochle at labor headquarters. Leas 
and less of more and more finds itself ac- 
cessible to, the ultimate consumer. 

Editors and pfeachers, statesmen and 
business men, labor leaders and college pro- 
fessors, social workers and farmers, should 
pass in a steady stream over the aerial cat- 
walk in Milwaukee, from which they can 
see the operation of the manless productivity 
of the future. Then they will be faced by 
the great problem of the day.

The next important step in the 
welfare development of the mod- 
ern city is the creation of a better 
form of city government, Kelso 
said.

Senator Norris Says System Would 
Cause Wat: Courses to Re- 
main Constant.

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 17.—Sen- 
ator George W. Norris in a letter 
made public here proposed a sys- 
tem of flood control dams for the 
Missouri River as of primary im- 
portance in any general scheme for 
navigation, power and irrigation 
development. 

Addre: sing C. A. Sorensen, Attor- 
ney-General of Nebraska and for- 
merly his manager in the state, the 
Senator wrote that the problems 
are intertwined and should all be 
under the control of the Federal 
Government. 

“Long ago I reached the conclu- 
sion that the proper way to control 
the flood waters was to. build 
dams,”’ he said, “the destruction in 
the Dakotas, Kansas, Nebraska and 
other states would be absolutely 
stopped if there were no floods.” 

The water courses would then re- 
main constant, he asserted, and 
many states now considered non- 
navigable would be opened to 
barges. 

Cost of the project, Senator Nor- 
ris said, should be born by the Fed- 
eral Government because of naviga- 
tion and the control of flood wa- 
ters, and by the irrigation and pow- 
er interests. On the upper Missouri 
River, he said, there exists a reser- 
voir site which would impound 15,- 
000,000-acre feet of water and curb 
all floods on that river. 

Since power could be developed 
at all the dams, the Senator con- 
tinued, the projects would be op- 
posed by the power “trust” unless it 
were permitted to develop the 
power. | 

“A plan of this kind would result 
in almost untold benefit to the 
Middle West,” he concluded.

140 SHOTS FIRED BY POLICE 
AND SUSPECTS IN NEW YORK 


Robber Gang Rounded Up After 
Jilted Girl Gives Tip on 
Hangout.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—More 
than 100 policemen yesterday ar- 
rested six youths suspected of rob- 
bery after a fight in. a Brooklyn 
apartment house. More than 100 
shots were fired by the policemen, 
and 40 or more were returned by 
the gang.

When the shooting had 
ended all windows in the apartment 
had been broken and the walls and 
furniture riddled with bullets. 

Two girls found in the apartment 
also were taken into custody and 
questioned about a dozen or more 
robberies.
